In regard to salaries. Dr. Dawson 
said "There is no set limit, but in- 
experienced men with a Bachelor's 
degree may receive a minimum 
starting salary of between 220 and 
240 dollars a month."

for granted. Whether it be in paint- 
ing, music, or smoking, we often for- 
get that the artist must practice 
long hours and correct many mis- 
takes before approaching perfection. 

Accepting this fact, we can better 
appreciate the smoker's skill. And 
we can also be more sympathetic 
toward those uninitiated female 
freshmen who have so much to en- 
dure before reaching facility in the 
great social requisite of cigarette 
art.

three delegates from the University- 
attended a national student confer- 
ence at the University of Chicago 
representing the student body of 
the University of Kentucky. There 
were 727 students at the conference 
representing "572 colleges and uni- 
versities and 28 national student 
organizations in the United States. 

The purpose of the conference 
was to set up and to instruct the 
National Continuations Committee 
which has as its chief tasks the 
drafting of a constitution for a 
national student organization and 
the creation of nation-wide student 
Interest in such an organization. A 
constitutional convention will be 
held this summer to pass finally 
upon a constitution which will 
bring into existence the National 
Student Organization. You mav 
ask what is the need for the NSO 
Briefly, it Is: 

There. Is definitely a need for an 
NSO founded upon the common 
needs and desires of all American 
students. These needs and desires 
are clearly evidenced in the con- 
cern of students everywhere for 
peace, democracy, and perpetuation 
and strengthening of International 
understanding, and the discussion 
and solution of 
mid 



Only through setting up an of- 
ficial organization with adequate 
machinery can the vital problems 
of the two million or more college 
and university students In the 
United States be intelligently and 
efficiently solved. 

In the summer of 1946 the In- 
ternational Union of Students was 
established at Prague. Czechoslo- 
slovakia. by a conference of stu- 
dents from 38 countries. The Am- 
erican delegation of 25 students 
was profoundly impressed by the 
fact that almost every country of 
the world except the United States 
had an official and representative 
national student organization. These 
25 students forming the American 
delegation returned to this coun- 
try with but a single purpose burn- 
ing In their minds — the establish- 
ment of a national student organ- 
isation to meet the problems of 
American students. This group

It was strikingly evident to us 
at the opening session of the Chi- 
cago conference that . there had 
been brought together almost every 
variety of American student opin- 
ion that could have been assembled. 
When this first tumultuous 



shortly after 
night, the initial signs of anxiety 
and doubt concerning the motives 
of the widely diverging Interests 
represented gave way to a feeling 
that something worthwhile could 
and must be accomplished at the 
Chicago conference. 

The Intensive work of the con- 
ference was carried on by four pan- 
els: 

1. Panel on the organization and 
duties of The National Continua- 
tions committee, i Howard Bowles,

2. Panel on the basic organiza- 
tional principles of the NSO. 'How-

3. Panel on the student needs and 
responsibilities in International stu- 
dent affairs. 

4. Panel on the aims and activities 
of the propsective NSO 'Virgil 
Pryor. member ! 

The NCC. set uo at the Chicago 
Conference, consists of the execu- 
tive officers, the executive commit- 
tee. 30 regional committees and a 
staff committee. The University of 
Kentucky along with the over 70 
other colleges in Kentucky -Tennes- 
see Regional Conference forms one 
■il the 30 regional committees. 

The University of Kentucky SGA 
is sponsoring the Kentucky-Tennes- 
see Regional Conference to be held 
on the campus March 22-23. We 
hope to have representatives from 
all Kentucky-Tennessee colleges to 
discuss and make specific recom- 
mendations on the NSO draft con- 
stitution. This draft constitution 
was finally approved at a meeting 
of the National Executive Committee 
In Chicago this past week-end. How- 
ard Bowles, temporary chairman of 
the Kentucky-Tennessee Region, at- 
tended the meeting 

The Chicago Student Conference 
definitely instructed the delegates 
who will attend the Constitutional 
Convention this summer to consider 
the following aims for a NSO 

1. To promote citizen participa- 
tion on student levels. 

2. To increase student participa- 
tion In campus and state and nat- 
ional affairs. 

3. To Increase national liaison be- 
tween, student bodies on various 
campuses. 

4. To secure academic freedom for 
students, better class room pro- 
cedures and more participation in 
the active affairs of their schools.

On January 6. 1947. Mrs. Edith ' 
Nourse Rogers of Massachusetts. | 
i haiiman of the House Committee 
on Veierans Legislation, introduced 
i n congress H R Bill N o 488. 
amending the G.I. Bill and elim- 
inating the subsistence ceilings. 

The Reemployment and Retrain- 
ing Administration of the Depart- 
ment of Labor reports that more 
than three out of four war vet- 
mt, enrolled in educational or 
training courses under the G. L Bill 
when the subsistence ceilings went 
into effect last August, have had or 
will have their subsistence allot- 
ments reduced or eliminated Thou- 
sands of students have been forced 
to quit because of financial con- 
ditions brought, about by the ceil- 
ing limits. 

The amendments passed during 
the closing days of the 79th Con- 
Hies* provided a total income ceil- 
ing of $200 for married student-vet- 
erans and trainees and $175 for 
veterans without dependents draw- 
ing subsistence payments under the 
G. I Bill In other words, if ad- 
ditional earnings plus subsistence 
payments exceed $200. the subsist- 
ence payments must be reduced 
accordingly. 

The average unmarried veteran 
enrolled in college under terms of 
the G.I. Bill and living on the cam- 
pus must pay $53.33 of his $65 j 
monthly subsistence allowance for | 
room arid board alone, leaving only i 
$11.67 for other necessities such as 
laundry, insurance, carfare, and clo- 
thing, according to a nation-wide I 
survey conducted in December. 1946. ' 
by the American Council on Edu- 
cation. 

A married student-veteran with 
more than one child, who must re- 
side off the campus, pays a monthly ] 
aveiage of $140.56 for food and lodg- 
ing for himself and his family, ac- 
cording to the survey, leaving a 
deficit of $50 56 below his monthly 
subsistence allowance of $90. 

It is clear that with the increased 
■M iif living it is impossible for 
married men to live on any such 
income: and by comparison, it is 
interesting to note that even the 
page boys in the House and Sen- 1 
ate receive approximately $225 per 
month and. being under seventeen 
years of age. they are entitled to 
their education free. Mrs. Rogers 
agrees that increases are necessary, 
for in a signed article appearing in 
, a January issue of the Boston Her- 
ald, she wrote: The present ceil- 
ings are very unfair. Some ceil- 
ings appear to be necessary, but 
they certainly must be increased"
